Masonic Emblem Visits 


Covina Lodge in its 


Wanderings. 


The visit of the travelling Masonic 


trowel to Covina Lodge, F. & A. M., 
on Tuesday evening was made a not- 
able event in Masonic history of the 
Upper San Gabriel valley. 


The trowel, which is now in 
the 


custody of Southern California Lodge 
No. 278, F. & A. M., was conveyed 
to Coviua by its custodian, PJdward 
Byron Spencer, 
Senior Warden of 


Southern California Lodge, with an 
escort composed of Bro. D. K. Well- 
er 
of Southern California Lodge; 


Bro. Robt. Musket of Southern Cali- 
fornia Lodge; Bro. C. .11. Bridges, 
of Sunset Lodge, No. 
3. 
r>2; Bro. B. 


N. 
Powois of 
Hollenbeck Lodge, 


and 
D. 
M. Sutherland of Sunset 


Lodge. 


The trowel was presented to the 


Worshipful Master of Covina Lodge 
by Bro. Spencer in the prescribed 
simple, 
but impressive, ritualistic 


form and afterwards passed to each 
member present for his 
inspection, 


during which time the entire mem- 
bership stood in the form of a living 
trowel. 


Following the presentation 
cere- 


monies interesting and appropriate 
addresses were delivered by the cus- 
todian of the trowel, Bro. E. B. 
Spencer and several members of .his 
escort, 
giving 
a 
history 
of 
the 


trowel's jourueyings, an account of 
which appears below. 


Fully 100 members of the local 


lodge 
and 
visiting 
brethren were 


present. 


The ceremonies of the evening were 


- closed by a banquet of which all par- 


took. 


The idea of the' travelling trowel, 


symbolic of the admonition to "spread 
the cement of > brotherly Jove" 
on 


every possible occasion 
throughout 


the world was started upon its mis- 
sion by Justice Lodge No. 753 of 
New York under the sanction of 'the 
Grand Lodge of New York. 


To Mr. C. Fred Crosby of Justice 


Lodge 
belongs 
the credit of pro- 


posing to his lodge the plan of send- 
ing out a silver trowel among the 
Masonic 
Lodges 
throughout 
the 


world, spreading fraternal 
teachings 


• and 
bringing them together 
in 
a 


closer bond of acquaintance. 
After 


obtaining the approval of the Grand 
Lodge of New York, a magnificent 
solid silver trowel was manufactured, 
bearing upon its face the symbolic 
figure of Justice, 
together with the 


name of the lodge, the date and the 
phrase, 
"Who best can work and 


best agree." 


This beautiful silver trowel was 


solemnly consecrated and dedicated 
on October 30, 1905, by the Grand 


later, conveyed the trowel to ITor- 
nellsville, New York, and presented 
it to Hornellsvillo Lodge. 


From llornpllsville the trowel wna 


carried to Buffalo, and un the oven- 
ing of Washington's birthday, Febru- 
ary 2'2, 1000, presented to Washing- 
ton Lodge. This was a most notable 
occasion, as in addition to the ceie- 
uiouy incident to the reception of the 
trowel, Right Worshipful Sylvanus 
J. Quinn of the Grand 
Lodge of 


Virginia v;as present, 
bearing with 


him tho bible 
upon which Geore 


Washington took his obligation as a 
Master 
Mason 
in 
Froderiokshurg 


Lodge on November 4, 17iV2, together 
with 
a 
record of 
Fredericksburg 


Lodge in which the initiating, pass- 
ing and raising was recorded. 


Washington Lodge of Buffalo bore 


the trowel across the Canadian bor- 
der to Hamilton, Ontario, March 23, 
1900. 
This great ^international Ma- 


sonic event was honored by the pres- 
ence of many of the most distinguish- 
ed craftsmen in Canada. 


There 
was another international 


event a mouth later, when the Bar- 
ton Lodge brought the trowel back 
to the United States and formally 
deposited it with Detroit Lodge No. 
2 of Detroit, Michigan. The journey 
to Detroit was made in a special 
train. 
The Barton Lodge was ac- 


companied by the Kilties band and 
delegations from twenty-five Canadian 
lodges who marched the streets of 
Detroit 
under escort of the local 


lodge whose guests they were. 


Detroit Lodge sent a delegation of 


nearly 
three 
hundred brethren to 


Toledo, Ohio, a few weeks later, and 
presented the trowel to Toledo Lodge, 
at what was probably the most nota- 
ble Masonic gathering ever assembled 
in Toledo. 


From the Ohio city the trowel was 


borne to Elkhart, 
Indiana, 
where 


Toledo Lodge presented it to Kane 
Lodge. The brethren of Kane Lodge 
brought, the trowel to Chicago, and 
presented it to Mystio Star Lodge, 
tho ceremony taking place at Eugle- 
wood Masonic Temple in the presence 
of nearly a thousand members of tho 
craft. 


A largo delegation from 
Mystic 


Star Lodge, Chicago, bore the trowel 
to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and 
present- 


ed it to Crescent Lodge on St. John's 


Day, 
190(5 . 


Crescent 
Lodge 
presented 
the 


famous trowel to Minuehaha Lodge, 
Sioux Falls, South Dakota, Febru- 
ary 5, 1907, the event being one of 
unusual interest. 


When 
Capitol Lodge of Omaha 


learned that this noted emblem of the 
fraternity 
was destined for Sioux 


Falls, efforts were at once directed 
to have Capitol Lodge honored by its 
presence. 
These efforts were crown- 


ed with success and a large delegation 
of Masons conveyed the 
mj'Htin em- 


blem from Sioux Falls .to Omaha, 
Nebraska. 


From Capitol Lodge the trowel was 


carried to Oriental Lodge of Denver,
